Dear Kirk, 


Thank you for the tear sheet from "Sports Illustrated". 

If the Cuban who said he is not getting enough baseball 
information is able to listen to the Voice of America, he can 
get considerable baseball news. Except during the Cuban 
crisis period, we have consistently carried approximately 
ten minutes of sports every night in our Cuban "hour", much 
of it devoted to baseball. This is on the air at 10:50 p. m. EST 
and is repeated the next day at 6:50 a. m. EST. 

Additionally, for the past several weeks we have been 
ruiming a 15-minute hemisphere sports program at 11:15 p. m. 
EST, with generous attention to baseball. Once each week we 
carry a re-creation of a major league baseball game during 

this period. We plan to continue this schedule the rest of the 
baseball season. 

I am writing "Sports Illustrated" to bring these facts to 
the attention of their readers.
